Readers’ Reports and Comments 

The FCC is considering expanding its AM-FM nonduplication rule (VUD, Dec., p. 7) even 
beyond what was originally proposed—probably to include stations in cities as small as 10,000 pop- 
ulation, Dolby Laboratories tells me "While it is obviously possible for 2 monophonic FM station 
to use our broadcast processor, so far as we know all users transmit stereo programming. The 
signal to noise of mono reception is so far superior in much of the mono listening area that the 
greatest need for 25 usec pre-emphasis, which permits higher modulation levels, is in stereo." 
(I questioned the 10-watt Dolbyised WITR Henrietta NY as being stereo; they say'it is possible

WFMA 100.7 Rocky Mount NC switched the ABC network off its 47 kHz subcarrier and went 
stereo; Muzak still on 67 kHz; main carrier still "Country Loving." WVOT-FM 106,1 Wilson NC 
to offer separate stereo programming and more power in the new year; new calls expected, too, 
WCPS-FM 104, 3 Tarboro NC plans to go $ soon with separate calls, also, WVWR Roanoke VA now 
on air with improved signal on its new channel of *89. 1, 100000 h,v; 1970", $, P, 


A user of Realistic's QVA-770 is well satisfied with his Radio Shack receiver, bought on. 
sale for $350, 95 (normally the set sells for $599, 95), except the "auto-magic" AFC, activated by 
your hand on the tuning dial, causes you to notice the local stations more rather than weaker signals 
nearby on the dial, but it canbe disengaged. "It's best to FM DX without this feature as a nearby 
local strong station could possibly be tuned in instead. The FM muting is nice to have but the 
threshold is set too high that a moderately strong signal is needed to break through it,Radio Shack 
should either redesign it for minimal threshold or make the muting user variable, For the price, 
it seems as is it's a wasted feature." Yes, WCVO 104.9 Gahanna OH is stereo, but "I have a 
notion to report them to Detroit as 95% of the time 1 see thom broadcast in $ in actuality it is in 
mono! I know for sure that I've seen other reports of similar goings on, When will they all learn?"

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DOMESTIC BROADCASTING*AND VHF DXING -IN SWEDEN 


BY LARS A, RYDEN 


In Sweden, Tike in 


number of other European countries with government—operated 
broadcasting, programs are provided by ganization, whereas the distribution of the pro- 
grams is undertaken by another pi Sweden, the program production is undertaken by 
Sveriges Radio AB (-Swedish Broadcasting Corporation), whereas land lines and transmitting 
facilities are operated by the Telecommunications Board. 


The Swedish public is offered three broadcast and two television programs. In broad- 
casting, the First Programme (usually designated 1) provides a general service. The Second 
Programme (P2) is a combined educational [daytime] and classical music [nighttime] channel, 
The Third Programme (P3) broadcasts light music, phone-in request programs and other DJ 
shows. This format somewhat resembles North American broadcasting. However, there is no 
advertising in the Swedish programs, P3 is on the air around the clock; Pl and P2 are on for 
16 to 18 hours a day. All programs are broadcast nationwide However, three times a day the 
P3 net is split up into a dozen regional nets, for fifteen-minute regional broadcasts, These 
broadcasts originate from studios in the particular region (and this is about the only chance to 
report individual transmitters in Sweden at present), 


According to a new plan that is going to be implemented in 1976-77, these local program- 
ming activities are going to be further expanded. Instead of the present 12 regional studios, 
there will be 24 local studios, one for each of the provinces of Sweden, The local studios will 
produce 10 to 15 hours weekly of local programs. They will still be broadcast over the P3 FM 
stations, 


All three broadcast programs are transmitted on FM, Additionally, P1 is on AM (both 
long wave and medium wave), but very few people in Sweden listen to AM these days. It has 
been the goal to provide interference-free reception of all the programs in all parts of the 
country. This has been achieved through the erection of a network of FM transmitter sites 
spread over the whole country, Each one of these sites is equipped with three FM transmitters 
of 60 kw each (one for each program), plus ene VHF TV transmitter of 60 kw (for TV1) and one 
UHF TV transmitter of 1,000 kw ERP ‘for TV2), The antenna mast is 1,000 feet high as a rule, 
and the location is on the top of a hill or a mountain range. In addition, there is a considerable 
number of smaller transmitters and repeaters in places with difficult reception conditions, TV 
is broadcast in 625 lines, color, PAL system. For further details, please consult your WRTVH. 


In most Swedish homes it is now possible to receive the three broadcast programs on FM 
without an outdoor antenna, Most people listen on portables with whip antennas. An increas- 
ing number of people are buying stereotuner/amplifiers, butto obtain good reception it is usually 
adequate to put up a 300-ohm folded dipole behind the bookshelf. Since all the three programs 
are transmitted from each of the tower sites, you can just fix your antenna towards the nearest 
transmitter. Many home receivers are equipped with pushbuttons, which can be pretuned and 
set to the three programs, thus eliminating the need for retuning each time you wish to switch 
from one program to another, The TV sets are equipped in the same way. 


After many years of experiments (and an internal fight to introduce an alternative sys- 
tem), it has now been decided to go ahead and introduce the multiplex stereo system on all 
Swedish FM transmitters. This should be finished by 1977. Already now, the Stockholm P2 
transmitter, which was the one utilized for the experiments, is broadcasting in stereo most of 
the time. 


The introduction of stereo broadcasts may induce some people to pul up more efficient 
antennas, and this may increase the use of outdoor antennas. However, on the market today 
you will only find simple dipoles for window mounting) and a three-element yagi for masts. 


There are no rotors on the market, since there is no need to rotate your antenna. 


VHF DXing in Sweden As you can understand from the above, FM and TV DXing is no great 
affair in Sweden, With three nation-wide networks, except for the short 
regional programs, domestic DXing at present is rather uninteresting. There are some VHF 
DX fans around, anyway. In the early days of Swedish TV, about 15 years ago or so, TV DXing 
was quite popular. Today, TV and FM DXing is done on an occasional rather than systematic 
basis, 3 
In Stockholm It is fairly normal to listen to and watch Finnish stations on tropo from 
early in the season (March through September). In the summer months (May through July), FM 
stations can occasionally be heard from most of the countries on the European continent (on 
sporadie-E skip) as far as from Greece, Both on FM and VIF TV Italian stations seem tobe at 
a very favorable distance for stich reception in Sweden. Among the most interesting stations 
heard in Stockholm last summer were the AFN stations at SHAPE headquarters (4 kw) and in 
Brussels (0,9 kw), Further, Great Britain, France, Spain, Yugoslavia and Greece provided 
interesting FM reception. Similar conditions appeared on TV. 


My own FM reception equipment consists of a Pioneer tuner/amplifier model SX-828, 
‘The antenna at present is a three-element yagi directed towards the southwest; i. e. ,western 
Europe! Under normal conditions; i. e., wintertime, I can regularly hear about 30 different 
Swedish stations (i. e., 10 transmitter sites) located up to about 200 miles away, [also have a 
portable Sony ICF-8000 (the successor to the TFM-1600) with a quite sensitive FM—which man- 
aged to catch FEN Okinawa at 1100 miles in Tokyo last summer, I watch TV on a 26-inch 
German-made Nordmende (color) with antennas fixed towards the Stockholm transmitters. This 
happens to be in the southeast direction, so I also expect to see some USSR TV this summer,

Tower system dead in the water—severed rotor cable (perhaps that explains it. dps). 
I will be re-doing set-up soon. Going on tower will be 10-element FM log at 79 ft (hori- 
zontal), 7-ft UHF dish at 75 ft and Channel Master CH-1110 ch 2-13 log at 70 ft. A 
Channel Master UHF line amp and head-end (CATV type #7352 broad-band UHF) amp will be 
used. All will have CAC=11 co-ex—possibly .412 for UHF. Will use Alliance C-225 rotor 
and CDE thrust beering. 

Now using a 10-element ch-2 yagi at 30 ft with CAC-11 co-ax and small Jerrold tube 
amp. And 10-element FM log (separate from antenna above) vertically mounted at 40 ft 
with CAC-11 co-ex into tunable Ameco FM preamp. 

Smaller system includes 10-element ch-4 at 23 ft and 10-el. ch-5 at 15 ft for use 
during Es openings and MS; CAC~11 co-ax through Jerrold tube amps and Maspro tunable 
attenuators (-30 db). é 

‘TV equipment includes 18~inch Zenith color, 13-inch Panasonic color, 12-inch Pana 
sonic B7W and 8-inch Sony B&W. All sets except Zenith have UHF detent tuners. 

FM tuners used are JVC VT-900 digital, JVC-VT~700 and Fisher 500-C (with audio out- 
put tubes removed—used as tuner) all into Sony TA-1066 amp. Easy to tune several sta- 
tions in different directions and just punch them in at ID time. Plus a Grundig TR-5000 
and Sony TFM=1000w portabli 

Hope to have the new system on the tower soon—will report when completed.

January 1976 Deadline: 10¢h 
After mid-November, tropo conditions practically everywhere in the East 
fell back to winter levels for a very simple reason--winter-like weather. 
At one point, not even normally sumy southern Florida escaped the chill 
of a strong arctic cold front that swept down the Eastern Seaboard. How- 
ever, there was also a period in the second part of November when record 
temperatures for the month were reached at some locations (Philadelphia is 
an example). The huge temperature variations of November are long gone ty 
now, but there's always the possibility of some good midwinter tropo as 
you read this. Don't overlook this possibility, because while it may be 
short-lived, midwinter tropo can be very productive for TV Dkers. Also, 
while the period of best tropo is now over for Northeasterners, it’s real- 
ly only just getting started in the Southeast. Not too many good Geminids 
meteor scatter results are indicated in the reports of Paul D. Traska and 
your editor, but the burst rate on the morning of the shower peak was 
quite good; hopefully, more interesting MS loggings will show up in re- 
ports to come, The only real Es activity noted by Eastern DXers since 
late August has been the November 9th opening (MUF to at least 98.7 Miz), 
and an opening on December 6th (MUP at least channel 6).

Atter you've purchased the necessary volume(s) of POLICE CALL, the following 
guidelines may be used to help you understand your local public safety agency com- 
munications system (provided, of course, that they're not already detailed in one of 
‘the volumes) : 


=-The department is small, but has two frequencies. See Part |! of the 
volume. If a number of other agencies share one of the channels, you 
may assume it is a mutual 2id frequency. 

--The listing does not show a base station, just mobiles. Your depart- 
ment may be receiving dispatch service from the county, state, or a 
nearby community. Check the frequency in Part 11 for nearby agencies. 

=-The listing shows a Local Government channel only. Your police and 
fire departments may be sharing one frequency. 

=-One frequency is shown for the base station and another for the mobiles. 
If the base is e mobile relay or base repeater, you will hear both sides 
on the frequency. Otherwise, you-will need two receivers or a scanning 
receiver to hear two-way conversations (you will also need a good antenna 
to receive the mobile units). 

=-The listing shows many frequencies. Look for the frequency with the lar- 
gest number of mobiles. If there are base stations on the same frequency, 
there's no further problem. If you find both VHF and UHF frequencies 
with a large number of mobiles, place your bets on UHF. When the listings 
show several mobile channels and different base station frequencies, you 
are going to have to figure out the “pairing.” UHF Is easy, because the 
two are always 5 MHz apart (above 470 MHz, the separation is 3 MHz). On 
VHF high-band, repeater systems spread the mobiles and base stations by 
about 3 to 4 MHz. Non-repeater systems will require a trial and error 
process, and don't forget to check Part II for mutual aid possibilities. 


After you've found your local stations, check the listings under the name ot 
your state and county, as many mutual aid systems are licensed on 2 statewide or 
areawide basis.
